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A TERRIFIC WIND 
BLOWING AT TIME 


When Fire Broke Out at Camp- 
belltown Pile of Blazing Shingles 
Was Hurled at Town 


Dalhousie, N.B., July 12.—The 
Campbelltown fire. started uptown 
about three o'clock. A terrific north- 
west wind was blowing and in four 
hours the entire town was in ruins 
with a population of five thousand 
homeless and many scarcely half 
clothed, The wind was so strong 
that when a pile of ten million shin- 
gles caught fire they were hurled blaz- 
ing throughout the town like so much 
chaff. Five lumber mills have gone 
down, with a million teet of lumber 
piled in the yards. The Harquail’s 
wood working factory, with all their 
lumber, has been destroyed. The 
LC.R. depot and workshop and the 
entire track through the town is ruins 
ed, The post office and customs 
house, the Royal Bank of Canada, the 
Bank of New BrunSwick and the 
Bank of Nova Scotia were a prey to 


the flames. 


The Roman Catholic church, con- 
vent and hospital; the Baptist church, 
the English and Presbyterian 


churches, every store and every fac- 


tory was destroyed. 
bellton as a town has ceased to exist. 
The latest reports show that there was 
no loss of life. 

The Militia Department was asked 
for the tenth Sussex Regiment, and 
everything that can be done in Dal- 
housie for relieving the distressed is 
being carried out. The Dalhousie 
Lumber Company is sending cooking 
utensils, provision sand tents. Mea- 
sures for the immediate relief of the 
homeless are. being undertaken. In 
this work the provincial government 
is playing an important part, The 
Mayor of Campbeliton was authorized 
this morning to draw upon the gov- 
ernment for $2,000 for the immediat« 
relief of the distressed and a wire was 
despatched to the Minister of Militia 
by Premier Hazen advising him of the 
extent of the conflagration and calling 
upon him to forward military tents 
and supplies for the temporary hous- 
ing of the afflicted. Several trains 
bearing supplies and equipment are 
being rushed to the scene. The larg- 
er centrés of the province are busying 
thernselves with the problem, and the 


authorities hope soon to have the situ- 


ation In hand.

A 
party of nuns from Quebee arrived 
on the train today and entered heart- 
ily into the work of caring for the 
homeless ones. Although many tre 
quartered On the outekirts of fhe 
town, the Steamer Senlac, owned by 
William Thompson Go. of 8t, Jobn, 
and the government steamer Canada, 
have on board hundreds of the home 
less inhabitants, who took refuge 41 
board as #00n as they saw that their 
homes were doomed to destruction.

Wilfrid Laurier experienced a reat 
Western welcome, one which will long 


admirers filled the spacious Horse 
Show amphitheatre, and when Sir 
Wilfrid stepped on to the raised plat- 


| form ,he received a cheer which will 


re-echo in his ears throughout this 


memorable tour of his through the 
West. The citizens of Winnipeg turn- 
ed out in such a mass, not so much 
to welcome Sir Wilfrid Laurier the 
politician, as to* weleome Wilfrid 
Laurier, the man. > 

The premier was accompanied by 
two members of his cabinet, Hon. 
Geo. P, Graham, Minister of Rail- 
ways, and Hon, William Pugsley, 
Minister of Waterways and Canals, 

Claims Some Credit. 

Sir Wilfrid expressed great grati- 
fication at the tremendous growth ot 
Winnipeg since, his last visit, four- 
teen years ago, and he claimed for 
this remarkabie development in the 
West some credit for his own admin- 
istration. . 

“We might be told,’ he said, ‘that 
Providence has made this Western 
country by giving us good crops and 
so forth, but Providence does not give 
you railway transportation. Trans- 
portation of this description is a work 
if men. I claim for my government 
that we have reduced to the farmer 
of the West the cost of transportation 
by at least 37 per cent. This has 
added much to his profits, and been 
responsible, in some measure, for the 
prosperity of the West.” 

Sir Wilfrid spoke of increased trans- 
portation facilities. 

More To Be Done. 

“But when we say we have done so 
much,” he remarked, “we do not 
mean it to be understood that we 
have done eyerything, that we have 
nothing more to do, and that we are 
going to rest on our oars.”’ 

He hoped to live to see the day 
when the Saskatchewan river would 
be made navigable from the foot of 
the Rocky mountains to the city of 
Winnipeg, and ,by this means, a wat- 
erway completed to the Atlantic 
ocean, 

“IT hope I live to see that complete 
communication,” he said. “It is not 
a dream, It is something which some 
time will be an accomplished fact,” 

Has Stood for Harmony, 

Sir Wilfrid vindicated the policy otf 
his government in their treatment of 
the Western promises, and on being 
eharged with unfairness towards 
Manitoba, he expressed a sentiment 
which, he said, has animated his life, 

“If there is one thing in whieh 1 
pride myself,” he remarked, “it is 
that I have. wanted to be fair and 
just under all circumstances, Is there 
any man in this audience who can 
charge me with ever having acted un- 
fuirly to anybody? 1 lay my own re- 
cord and my own life before the peo- 
ple and I think they will say that my 
policy has always been the policy of 
harmony and conciliation. I am no 
longer a young man, I have not many 
years to live, but when I am in my 
grave, no man will be able to say that 
Laurier has favored discord in this 
land,” 

He predicted a still greater future 
for Western Canada, 

“Its past and present are glorious,” 
he said, “but we are only on the 
fringe of what is to come, Canada 
will be reeognized all over the world

berlain and several other prominent 
men on both sides had exhausted all 
the arguments and eloquence at their 
command to defeat it, Mr, Asquith 
and Austen Chamberlain made parti- 
cularly strong speeches against the 
bill. The Premier drew a gloomy 
picture, declaring that if the bill be- 
came law women would have seats in 
parliament; perhaps be members of 
the cabinet or sit in the speaker's 
ehalr. Mr. Chamberlain opposed wo- 
man suffrage in any shape or form. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the oppost- 
tion and formerly premier, supported 
the bill half-heartedly. Most of the 
majority for it was composed of Lib- 
erals and Radicals Then came the

alt!:iough the Suffragettes will make a 
desperate effort to get time for it be- 
fore the session ends The reprisals 
the Suffragettes already threaten are 
awaited with curiosity and also with 
anxiety 

Asquith and Churchill Oppose, 

London, July 12.—In the course of 
a debate on the Woman's Suffrage 
Bill in the House of Commons to- 
day, Winston Churchill declared that 
he could not support the Suffrage 
Bill He said he did not believe that 
the great majority of women were 
josers by Ubeir political disabiifties 
and declared his belief that a majérity 
of women did not want to vote, and 
said he was far from convinced that 
men in general were in favor of giv- 
ing votes to women, 

Premier Asquith, who followed Win. 
ston Churchill in debate, said: “ir 
we grant suffrage to women they in- 
evitably will have seats in the House 
of Commons, and might poasibly take 
the speaker's chair or sit in the cab- 
inet There eventually would be a 
distinct majority of women voters, 
The bill is not democratic as it de- 
liberately excludes the class of wom- 
en best fitted to have votes—wivés 
and mothers and the working class.” 

Replying to threats as to what 
would happen if the bill were thrown 
out, the premier said; “A cause which 
cannot win public acceptance by 
peaceful methods is a cause which 
has already pronounced its own death 
sentence.” 

Arthur Balfour In supporting the 
bill said that Demoeracy was govern- 
ment by consent and that a govern- 
ment which excluded a large part 
of the community was not government 
by ‘consent. That, he said, was why 
he supported the enfranchisement of 
women, 

The bill passed its second reading 
with 109 majority. A motion to refer 
the bill to the committee of the 
whole. House carried, 320 to 175,

Butchart and said they had not been 
given &an opportunity to supply the 
material. 

Mr. Bu‘chart Explains. 

“Why was not the contract award- 
ed according to the resolution of the 
council?’”’ asked Ald. Lundy, 

Commissioner Butdhart explained 
that the compang were not ready to 
deliver when the city wanted it ana 
were not ready to deliver even now. 
They had stated they would not have 
the pipe ready before August 15th. 

To further statements by a member 
of the Conerete Co., Commissioner 
Butchart inquired if they could de- 
liver the pipe now in a day. 

“There is no use quibbling like 
that,’ said Ald. Hyndman, with some 
heat, 

“T certainly am very: much disap- 
pointed in the way this matter has 
been handled,” he continued, “The 
council has ‘been absolutely ignore-1 
in thie matter. The contract had 
been taken from the Edmonton Con- 
crete Co. by a quibble. When the 
matter was discussed at some length 
early in the year Commissioner But- 
chart expressed himself as opposed 
to the Conerete Co. and he has evi- 
dently continued in the same posi- 
tion. 

I did not think the company hed 
been given tur play by the commie- 
sioners in. this matter. Least of all 
should it ave been given to Ald. 
Mould who was a competing tenderer. 

“Tf we as a council are going io 
be ignored then I want to know the 
reason why. There has got to be a 
very different explanation of this 
matter or else I will take a 
different attitude to the commission- 
ers than what I have. I don’t like 
the way the matter aas been handled 
ty the commissioners. Commission- 
er Butehart has shown a very poor 
business in handling this matter. Li 
other things are handled like this 
matter by the commissioners, I fee! 
very much like saying our confidence 
has been misplaced.” 

Ald. Lundy’s Opinion. 

Ald. Lundy took much the same 
ground as Ald. Hyndman. The trans- 
action wus not good ousinets to say 
the least of it. He would not like to 
say his confidence in the commission- 
ers was misplaced, but he was much 
disappvinted, 

Commissioner Butehart said that if 
the Edmonton Concrete Co.'s tender 
had been accepted all the sewer ser- 
vice would have veen held up.
